History  of  the  Senior  Class

NCE  upon  a  time,  Marion  Eisenhart  and  I  started  out  on  a  non-stop  flight  to 
Japan.    This  is  how  it  was  .  .  .  well,  I'll  let  you  read  our  log.    Here  it  is.

Log  of  Good  Ship  Mother  Goose. 
Date,  September  4,  1944. 
Destination — Unknown. 
Pilot — James  Powers. 

Co-Pilot  and  Radio  Operator — Marion  Eisenhart,  D.S.C.,  P.D.Q. 

I  glanced  at  my  watch,  which  showed  10:00  a.m.,  and  that  meant  time  to  scram 
(go,  in  English).  I  found  "Izzy,"  my  co-pilot,  (Marion  Eisenhart  to  you  and  Mrs. 
Couch),  and  started  for  our  plane.  We  waved  a  final  good-bye  to  all  our  friends — 
I  mean,  the  people — who  were  down  to  see  us  leave  on  our  trip  to  Japan,  and  took 
off. 

We  passed  over  Chicago  all  right,  although  the  air  was  a  little  bumpy — (get  it?), 
and  a  little  later,  St.  Louis.  About  5:30  p.m.  we  sighted  Hollywood.  "Izzy" 
wanted  to  land  there  (he  always  thought  he  was  good-looking),  but  I  said  "nertz" 
and  flitted  on  to  San  Francisco,  where  our  refueling  plane  met  us  and  filled  our 
plane  with  gas  in  mid-air.    Then  we  started  out  across  the  Pacific  for  Japan. 

It  started  to  rain  and  grow  foggy  about  an  hour  after  we  last  saw  land,  and  at 
nine  o'clock  we  couldn't  see  anything  but  fog,  fog,  fog;  every  now  and  then, 
through  the  fog,  we  could  see  a  little  fog.  We  lost  our  course  and  just  flew  around, 
not  knowing  where  we  were.  We  stayed  up  until  dawn  when  the  sun  melted  the 
fog.  and  we  saw  a  little  island. 

Our  gas  was  very  low  so  we  decided  to  land.  I  found  a  place  and  started  to 
descend,  and  in  doing  so,  I  came  down  too  low.  The  tail  of  the  plane  caught  in 
the  top  of  a  tree,  and  then  all  I  could  see  was  the  ground  flying  up  at  me.  I  hit 
the  ground  along  with  "Izzy''  and  the  rest  of  the  wreckage,  and  then  darkness 
and  oblivion. 

In  a  few  minutes  it  cleared  up,  and  I  saw  a  little  boy  getting  dressed;  after  a 
moment  or  two,  recognition  dawned — guess  whom  it  was  !  It  was  I,  getting  ready 
to  go  to  high  school  for  the  first  time. 

I  ambled  into  the  door  and  wandered  around  for  a  while;  then  someone  said, 
"Go  in  there."  I  did  and  paid  someone  three  bucks  for  a  stack  of  books  a  mile 
high  and  was  told  I  could  go  home.  I  lugged  those  books  back  and  forth  to 
school  for  two  weeks  before  they  found  a  place  for  me  and  those  darned  books, 
and  then  the  work  started. 

A  few  days  later,  we  were  herded  into  chapel.  After  about  a  half  hour  of  sh ! 
hush!  keep  quiet!  and  frantic  waving  of  the  hand,  Mr.  Wessinger  finally  got  us 
quiet  and  gave  us  the  usual  "glad  to  see  so  many  here ;  you  have  a  lot  of  work 
ahead  of  you,"  and  how  to  do  it. 

We  had  a  sub-freshman  class  meeting,  and  for  some  reason  or  other,  elected  Bill 
Barefoot,  president;  Elizabeth  Johnson,  vice-president;  Nina  H.  Covington,  secre- 
tary; Eugene  Jackson,  treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Covington,  adviser. 
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As  we  were  not  very  well  organized  and  new  in  high  school,  we  didn't  do  any- 
thing of  importance  that  year,  or  the  next. 

When  we  came  back  to  school  in  the  fall  of  1931,  we  surely  felt  big — we  were 
sophomores.  We  organized  very  quickly  that  year  and  elected  for  our  class 
officers:  Virginia  Tatum,  president;  Ed  Parrish,  vice-president;  Grace  Betts, 
secretary-treasurer.  These  officers  were  well  selected  and  did  some  very  fine 
work. 

The  next  year  we  felt  big!  We  had  the  title  of  juniors.  In  the  first  class  meet- 
ing-, we  elected  the  following:  Broner  Tollison,  president;  Ed  Parrish,  vice  president; 
Margaret  Lester,  secretary-treasurer.  After  several  meetings,  we  finally  decided 
what  type  of  rings  we  wanted  and  when  to  get  them.  When  all  that  was  settled, 
we  ended  by  getting  our  rings  Christmas,  and  our  parents  had  an  excuse  for  not 
giving  us  Christmas  presents.    They  said  the  ring  was  our  present. 

After  Christmas,  preparations  were  started  for  the  Junior-Senior  banquet,  which 
added  a  few  more  silver  threads  in  Miss  Gilmore's  hair.  After  a  few  days  of  hard 
work,  we  gave  the  Seniors  a  banquet  which  will  be  long  remembered. 

In  1933,  as  we  straggled  back  to  our  "deah  ole"  Alma  Mater,  H.  M.  H.  S.,  we 
noticed  that  the  class  of  190  sub-freshmen,  that  started  in  1929.  had  dwindled  down 
to  130  seniors.  For  class  officers,  we  elected,  James  Weathers,  president;  Edwin 
Coble,  vice-president;  Adelia  Vaughan,  secretary-treasurer;  and  for  the  annual 
staff:  Virginia  Baker,  editor-in-chief;  Dorothy  Danieley,  business  manager;  Albert 
Simms,  advertising  manager;  Gwendolyn  Boivin,  feature  editor;  Virginia  Tatum, 
class  editor  and  poet;  Ed  Parrish,  sports  editor;  Woodrow  Tennant,  joke  editor; 
Milton  Bagwell,  prophet;  Marion  Eisenhart,  testator;  James  Powers,  historian.  Boy! 
That  gang  surely  worked  to  have  an  annual  that  year. 

At  last  came  graduation,  and  we  were  down  at  the  Memorial  Auditorium.  About 
2,000  people  were  there,  of  which  1,990  were  there  to  see  the  exercise — which  was 
free.  Then  came  the  rank  of  smiling  graduates.  After  about  three  hours  of  speeches, 
they  finally  decided  to  give  us  the  diplomas  and  call  it  a  night.  As  I  walked  up  to 
get  mine,  my  eyes  began  to  grow  misty;  and  when  I  reached  out  my  hand  for  my 
diploma,  it  faded  out  all  together. 

The  next  thing  I  knew,  I  was  in  a  straw  hut.  "Izzy"  was  sitting  on  a  stool 
beside  my  bed  and  rubbing  my  head  with  a  wet  cloth.  He  had  a  native  girl  on  his 
knee  and  was  whispering  (believe  it  or  not)  sweet  nothings  in  her  ear.  I  lay 
there  listening  for  ten  minutes  before  he  knew  I  was  awake. 

We  hung  around  the  island  for  about  three  months  before  a  trading  boat  came 
by  and  stopped.  We  went  on  board  to  see  the  captain  about  taking  us  back  to 
America,  and  whom  do  you  suppose  it  was???  the  old  woman  hater,  Ed  Parrish. 

It  took  "Izzy"  about  two  hours  to  tell  all  his  girls  good-bye,  and  many  a  tear 
was  shed  when  he  left.  As  there  were  no  blondes  on  the  island,  that  left  me  out. 
Then  it  took  us  two  weeks  to  get  the  boat  started. 

We  had  a  very  uneventful  trip  back  to  America.  All  we  had  to  do  was  to  bail 
water  out  of  the  boat  to  keep  it  from  sinking.  I  was  seasick  most  of  the  way  back. 
As  we  passed  America's  Devil's  Island.  I  waved  an  affectionate  hello  to  a  lot  of  my 
former  classmates,  who  were  taking  a  long  deserved  rest  from  the  toils  of  the  city, 
with  all  expenses  paid.

She  was  ushered  into  a  luxurious  automobile  without  a  word  having  been  said  by 
anyone  and  taken  to  a  large  domed  building  made  of  curious  stones  which  seemed 
to  be  woven  together.

A  few  of  the  members  of  the  choir  were  Clare  Johnson, 
Ada  Riggan,  and  Josie  Jones.  The  preacher  was  George  Hunter,  his  helper  being 
Carl  Barnes. 

At  an  artist's  studio  nearby  Virginia  Tatum,  Gwendolyn  Boivin,  Elizabeth  Bullard, 
and  Laura  Ball  Hudler  were  using  Mildred  Burton  and  Nellie  May  for  models.  In 
one  of  the  exclusive  parts  of  Paris  was  found  an  elaborate  ready-to-wear  shop,  its 
owner  being  Betsv  Mvatt  and  its  manager,  Eunice  Mann.     Their  models  were 
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Marion  Upchurch,  Margaret  Uzzle,  Elizabeth  Utley,  and  Edna  Earl  Murray.  At 
the  Embassy  Margaret  Lester  was  found  studying   foreign  affairs. 

As  the  Atlantic  Ocean  came  in  view  a  large  battleship  could  be  seen  with  Marion 
Eisenhart  as  its  captain.

N.  C.  C.  W.  she  saw  John  Freeman,  the  president,  dictating  to  Frances  Richardson 
notes  to  Frances  Baker,  Wilson  White,  Charles  Allred,  Harvey  Goodwin,  and  James 
Moore,  professors  of  the  school.  In  the  gym  Vivian  Collins  and  Lucy  Hamilton 
were  coaching. 

Looking  north  Mother  Goose  saw  in  Washington.  Going  into  the  White  House 
was  President  Stanley  Slesinger  and  his  wife  Frances  Darden.  Behind  them  were 
Senators  Leo  Danieley  and  Nellie  Mettrey,  and  Haywood  Smith,  Secretary  of  the 
Navy.  A  little  further  north  in  Philadelphia  Charles  Britt  was  found  pitching  for 
the  World  Series.  Still  further  north  in  New  York  Ed  Parrish,  the  famous  Broadway 
actor,  was  talking  to  his  lawyer,  Albert  Simms,  whose  stenographer,  Alice  Smith, 
had  been  seen  running  about  with  Ed.  In  Madison  Square  Garden  Ed  Coble  and 
E.  O.  Edgerton  were  training  for  a  fight  while  their  promoters  Eric  and  Jessie  Mew- 
borne  and  Bruce  Montgomery  were  out  working.  Bill  Scarborough,  Bill  Yancey, 
James  Yates,  and  William  Monie  were  the  managers  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  that  city. 
The  globe  turned  on  around  and  presently  Chicago  could  plainly  be  seen. 

There  the  most  popular  drug  store  was  recognized.  It  was  run  by  James  Murchi- 
son  and  Holland  Carder,  who  sold  cosmetics  put  up  by  Ruby  Jones,  Sara  Busbee, 
and  Christine  Pulley.  A  secretarial  school  owned  by  Pryor  Sugg  was  on  the  next 
block.  The  teachers  were  Stokes  Yates,  Edythe  Weinstein,  Hattie  Purnell,  Rebecca 
Sadler,  Hazel  Mumford,  and  Robert  Till.  In  the  large  building  of  the  Chicago 
Tribune,  the  reporters  James  Weathers,  Martha  Ann  Farmer,  Kathryne  Denton, 
Robert  Farlow,  and  Lonnie  Powell  were  working.  In  the  Loop  was  the  famous 
night  club  owned  by  Hugh  Forrest  whose  secretary  was  Margie  Hughes.  Jack 
Sawyer  led  the  orchestra  in  which  Margaret  Williamson,  Millard  Burt,  William 
DeBoy,  James  Parker,  Newton  Stell,  and  Lawrence  Worley  played.  The  torch 
singer  was  Adelia  Vaughan;  the  master  of  ceremony,  Milton  Bagwell;  and  the 
dancers  Mary  Rogers,  Mildred  Hiner,  Josephine  Hagen,  Elizabeth  Williams,  Lelia 
Jones,  Thurber  Dickenson,  and  Nell  Lowe.

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FOOTBALL  1933 


THIS  year's  football  team,  being  a  first  year  team,  had  a  very  successful  cam- 
paign. The  team,  although  handicapped  by  lack  of  experience,  kept  showing 
improved  play  as  the  season  progressed ;  and  a  light,  smooth  running  team  was  the 
result  of  the  seasons  opening  games. 

The  grid  teams  leaders  were  co-captains,  Reginald  Goodwin,  187  pound  tackle, 
and  Howard  Abrams,  powerful  guard.  Although  the  team  made  no  impressive 
record,  co-captain  Goodwin  was  selected  as  a  member  of  this  years  All-State  High 
School  football  team.  Goodwin  played  steady  ball  all  year,  and  was  the  line  star 
in  every  game. 

Raleigh's  initial  contest  was  with  Sanford.  Sanford  won  the  game  by  the  score 
13-0.  As  in  1932,  Stout  and  McKernon  led  Sanford's  play  while  Junius  Page 
and  Co-captain  Goodwin  were  Raleigh's  stars. 

Raleigh  tasted  defeat  for  the  second  time  when  a  strong  Salisbury  team  de- 
feated them  26-7.  "Tootie"  Pate  made  Raleigh's  lone  score  and  also  added  the 
extra  point.  "Tootie"  Pate  and  Reginald  Goodwin  were  the  locals  line  leaders. 
Saleeby  and  Harrison  led  Salisbury's  play. 

In  their  third  contest,  Raleigh's  gridders  hit  top  form  and  defeated  Rocky 
Mount  25-0.  "Tootie"  Pate,  Junius  Page,  Merle  Senna,  and  Bertie  Kelly  scored 
Raleigh's  touchdowns.  This  was  Raleigh's  opening  game  in  the  Eastern  Class  A 
Conference  race. 

Raleigh  tasted  bitter  defeat  for  the  third  time  at  the  hands  of  Oxford  although 
the  locals  made  eight  first  downs  to  five  for  the  visitors.  The  score  was  18-0.

Evans  led  Goldsboro's  play, 
The  defensive  work  of  Merle  Senna  featured  Raleigh's  backfield  work  while  Good- 
win led  line  play. 

Raleigh  defeated  Wilmington  26-14  in  playing  their  best  game  of  the  season. 
The  locals  played  good  ball  and  showed  their  fighting  spirit  by  winning  after  having 
been  tied  twice  by  the  New  Hanover  boys.  Junius  Page  made  two  touchdowns  and 
shared  backfield  honors  with  David  Breece.  Cunningham  and  Welch  led  Wilming- 
ton's play. 

Raleigh  was  handed  a  surprising  defeat  by  New  Bern  in  their  next  to  the  last 
game.  The  score  was  7-0.  Raleigh  wasn't  used  to  playing  on  a  sandy  field  and 
just  couldn't  get  going. 

Durham's  heaviest  gridders  defeated  Raleigh  for  the  Eastern  Class  A  Con- 
ference Championship  by  the  score  of  26-0,  and  then  defeated  Charlotte  for  the  state 
championship.  Durham's  leader  was  Elmo  Hackney.  Raleigh's  leaders  were  Jimmy 
Maynard  and  John  Smith.

T)  ALEIGH  High  School's  "Purple  Hurricanes''  started  the  season  by  having  few  ex- 
perienced  cagers,  but  they  developed  into  a  good  team  and  made  a  good  record  for 
the  season's  play.    Holding,  Chappell,  and  Goodwin  were  the  only  letter  men  who  returned. 

The  team  opened  the  season  by  showing  an  especially  fine  brand  of  defensive  play,  holding 
Sanford  to  one  field  goal,  and  won  the  game  43-4.  Holding  and  Honey cutt  made  four  field 
goals  each  to  lead  Raleigh's  play.  In  the  next  game  they  defeated  Wilmington,  23-7.  This 
was  the  first  Eastern  Conference  game.  Fuller,  Page,  and  Holding  were  the  leaders.  In 
the  next  game  Raleigh  received  its  first  defeat  of  the  year  at  the  hands  of  the  Durham 
"Bulls."  The  score  was  23-11.  The  score  was  8-(i  at  half  time,  and  the  game  was  a  very 
good  one.  It  was  also  a  lot  closer  than  the  score  indicates.  Raleigh  then  defeated  Green- 
ville 34-8.  Goodwin  led  the  local  play,  caging  six  field  goals.  The  next  victory  was  over 
Rocky  Mount  by  a  27-12  score.  Goodwin,  Page,  and  Fuller  led  the  local's  play.  They  then 
defeated  Greenville  for  the  second  time  this  season  by  a  34-5  count.  Goodwin  again 
led  Raleigh's  play.  Lexington  handed  Raleigh  her  second  defeat  of  the  season  by  a  20-10 
score.  It  was  a  game  that  saw  many  disputes  with  the  referee.  High  Point  was  defeated 
28-2.5  in  one  of  our  best  games  of  the  season.  Raleigh  continued  its  victories  by  winning 
over  Fayetteville  for  the  second  time  20-13.  Holding  led  Raleigh's  play.  In  the  next  game, 
they  handed  Wilmington  another  defeat  by  a  21-11  count.  Chappell  lead  Raleigh's  play. 
Then  came  the  second  Raleigh-Durham  game  of  the  season.  This  game  was  probably  the 
best  of  the  year  for  the  locals.  The  score  was  17-14  in  favor  of  Raleigh.  This  game 
evened  the  count  for  the  season  and  tied  the  two  teams  for  the  Eastern  Conference  Cham- 
pionship. In  the  play-off,  the  "Bulls"  won,  20-9.  This  made  Raleigh  runnerup  in  the  Eastern 
Conference.  The  last  games  of  the  season  were  in  the  State  High  School  Basketball  tourna- 
ment held  at  State  College.  The  "Whirlwind"  defeated  Fremont,  32-9,  in  the  first  round  game. 
But  in  the  second  round  the  locals  were  "off,"  and  the  Oxford  Orphanage  boys  played  alert 
ball  in  handing  them  a  17-10  defeat  in  one  of  the  feature  upsets  of  the  tourney.  All  in  all 
the  team  had  a  successful  season.

RALEIGH'S  High  School  boxing  team  came  through  this  year's  campaign,  under  the 
-  coaching  of  Albert  Spurlock,  with  one  of  the  best  records  since  the  sport  was  inaugurated 
in  1929.  The  team  won  the  State  Championship,  placed  third  in  the  Southern  High  School 
and  Prep  School  meet  held  in  Fort  Defiance,  Virginia,  losing  runnerup  position  by  one  point, 
and  won  all  of  their  dual  meets. 

The  team's  chances  were  dimmed  at  the  opening  of  the  season  by  the  loss  from  competition 
of  Alfred  Pate,  Jimmy  Little,  and  Billy  Wolfe.  As  training  progressed,  however,  some 
new  talent  was  discovered,  and  the  team  emerged  from  a  hard  campaign  with  their  second 
State  Championship  in  four  years. 

The  first  of  the  locals'  six  meets  came  when  Raleigh  won  by  a  5-1  score  over  Wilson's  pugs, 
Edgerton  and  Wright  getting  technical  K.  O.'s.  They  won  the  next  meet,  which  was  with 
Goldsboro,  3%-2%.  Luther  Moras,  Edgerton,  and  Wright  got  the  decisions,  and  Kennedy 
got  the  draw.  In  the  third  interscholastic  meet  they  earned  a  hard  3-2  decision  over  the 
Wilson  High's.  Wright,  George  Moras,  and  Kennedy  won  decisions.  The  fourth  scrap  came 
when  Raleigh  won  by  a  7-1  over  the  Oxford  Orphanage.  Edgerton  and  Browning  won  by 
technical  knockouts.  The  next  in  the  line  of  victories  was  scored  over  Goldsboro  by  a  8-0 
count.  The  team  won  three  by  defaults,  and  Edgerton  added  another  to  his  string  of 
knockouts. 

Then  came  the  State  Tournament.  Raleigh  entered  the  following  boys:  Luther  Moras,  105; 
Ed  Coble,  115;  Howard  Kennedy,  125;  E.  O.  Edgerton,  135;  David  Breece,  145;  and  George 
Browning,  155.  Coble,  Moras,  and  Browning  had  the  misfortune  of  losing  their  first  fights 
by  close  margins.  The  other  three  entries  went  to  the  finals.  Kennedy  lost  a  questionable 
decision,  Breece  lost  in  a  mighty  good  scrap,  and  E.  O.  Edgerton  won  the  title  in  his 
class,  and  thereby  won  the  State  Championship  for  the  dear  old  "Purple  and  Gold." 

After  this  Raleigh  received  an  invitation  to  enter  a  team  in  the  Southern  meet  held  in 
Virginia.  This  was  the  only  team  in  the  Carolinas  to  be  invited.  Breece  lost  a  close 
decision  in  the  first  round ;  Edgerton  lost  what  was  a  most  questionable  decision,  in  the 
semi-finals;  and  Kennedy,  Wright,  and  Pate  lost  in  the  finals  of  the  tournament.  Raleigh 
ended  its  season  as  State  Champions  and  the  third  best  High  School  or  Prep  boxing  team 
in  the  South.
